'г Hurricane 
delivers 
final blow 


LOVINGSTON, Va. (UPI)— Rescue 
crews pushed along the muddy banks 
of the receding James River today in 
search of bodies or survivors of flood- 
waters that engulfed entire mountain 
villages in a 250-mile rampage toward 
the sea. 
Fifty-six persons were known dead, 
according to civil defense officials in 
Richmond. Gov. M ills E. Godwin, after 
a helicopter tour of the striken areas, 
said, “ it appears that perhaps at least 
100 of our fellow citizens have lost 
their lives. 
The flooding was the final blow by 
hurricane Camille in a 1,000-mile swath 
across the southeastbrn United States 
after striking inland on the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast. Although only a squall when 
it reached Virginia, Camille dumped up 
to 10 inches of rain, sending the James 
River cascading through the Allegheny 
and Blue Ridge Mountains. 
Camille confirmed overall death toll 
was 187 in Mississippi, Louisiana, West 
Virginia and Virginia. Although there was 
confusion about the Mississippi toll, 
the body count was 115. Five were dead 
in Louisiana and two in West Virginia. 
Camile, whose 190-mile-an-hour winds 
caused damage estimated as high as 
$1 billion on the Gulf Coast, whirled into 
the Atlantic from Virginia and regained 
some of its strength as it flailed the 
open seas. A sister storm, Debbie also 
was in the open Atlantic, about 600 miles 
northeast of Bermuda. 
The James River, on which England 
established its first colony at James­ 
town in 1607, reached its highest levels 
in almost 100 years as it swirled through 
the mountains. It washed into Richmond 
with almost a 29-foot crest, but did 
little damage to the sandba^ed capital 
before spilling through the marshlands 
into the sea. 
The damage, already estimated in ex­ 
cess of $90 million, was in the Virginia 
midsection, where 
several 
mountain 
hamlets disappeared under the muddy 
waters. 
An 
accurate tabulation of the total 
death and damage w ill take days, even 
weeks in some areas, because of its 
vast remoteness. 
“ I really 
makes 
you grow up. It 
really pushes you,” said Phil Payne, 
15, who joined search parties in hard­ 
est-hit Nelson County. “ We found one 
man wrapped around a tree, buried in 
mud. It took up all afternoon to dig him 
out.“ 
Payne’s hometown of Lovingston, the 
Nelson County seat and its largest town 
with a population of about 40Q, escaped 
major damage. But towns less than 10 
miles away— Massie’s M ill and Wood’s 
M ill— were destroyed. There were at 
least 14 confirmed deaths in Massie’s 
M ill alone. 
The Virginia Association of Rescue 
Squads sent volunteer teams “ walking 
through’’ Nelson County, searching the 
slime and muck for bodies. Typhoid 
vaccine was dispensed as a health pre­ 
caution. 
Murder suspect 


led errstic sex life 


LOS ANGELES (U PI)— Paul 
R. 
Ferguson, the elder of two brothers 
charged with the murder of si lent screen 
star Ramon Novarro, led an erratic 
sex life, including marriage to a woman 
of 42 when he was 16 and homosexual 
activities witli older men when he was 
9, it was revealed Friday. 
Dr. Vernon J. M iller, 
a defense psy­ 
chiatrist, made the description of Paul 
Ferguson's sex life Friday as the de­ 
fense sought to establish the plea of 
“ diminished mental capacity.’’ 
Paul, 23, who is being tried with 
Thomas S. Ferguson, 18, has a brain 
disease which led him to become “ vio­ 
lently destructive’’ after drinking large 
amounts of alcohol, the 
psychiatrist 
said. 
M iller said after Paul had 2 drinks 
of whiskey and two cans of beer in 
jail, he became physically violent and 
a brainwave test showed 
a breakdown 
of his mental functions. 
The doctor testified Ferguson told him 
he had drunk even more than that Oct. 
30, the night Novarro, 69, was beaten 
to death at his home. 
Paul is scheduled to ta^e the witness 
stand Monday to give his version of the 
slaying. One witness previously testified 
the brothers told him that Thomas Fer­ 
guson struck and killed the actor because 
he made improper advances. 
However, the younger brother’s girl­ 
friend testified he called from Novarro’s 
home and said Paul was beating the actor. 
A defense of diminished capacity could 
lead to a second-degree rather than first- 
degree murder verdict, not punishable by 
death.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (U PI)— Eleven ma­ 
jor brush fires, including one that forced 
the evacuation of 250 persons from a 
sm aj San Diego County ranching com­ 
munity, had charred nearly 50,000 acres 
of land in three southern California 
counties by early today. 


The small community of De Luz, 
about 20 miles northwest of Oceanside, 
was completely evacuated as flames 


from a 25,000 acre blaze inched closer 
late Friday. 
The blaze 
which was reported still 
out of control, started in the Camp Pen­ 
dleton m ilitary reservation Friday. 
Scorched by intense heat and low hum­ 
idity, the fires were whipped by winds. 
Fire fighters from as far north as Sac­ 
ramento were brought to Southern Cal­ 
ifornia late Friday as fire lines were 
spread thin. 


At least 26 fires, most of them small 
were reported late Friday in San Diego, 
Riverside and Son Bernardino Counties! 


Six homes in the $30,000 to $50.000 
bracket were destroyed within one hour 
when a 90 acre blaze swept through the 
San Diego suburb of El Cajon Twowomen 
suffered minor burns while trying to save 
their homes, i he fire was contained late 
Friday 


Authorities said another small brush 
blaze destroyed one home in the city 
limits here and another home was da­ 
maged. 


The second largest fire, 12,000 acres, 
raged out of control near the small 
Riverside community of Temecula. Of- 
ficlals said the blaze threatened 24 
homes In Rainbow Valley but there were 
no plans for evacuation although several 


residents had already left the area. 
The fire also threatened fifteen homes on 
the outskirts of Temecula but was stopp­ 
ed by fire lines. 


Two 
fire fighters battled a nearby 
bldze, two miles north of Riverside, 
suffered minor burns. The blaze was 
contained after it destroyed 500 acres 
of brush.

SACRAMENTO (U PI)—Assembly Dem­ 
ocrats today claimed full justification 
for blocking passage of a state budget 
and forcing Gov. Ronald Reagan to agree 
to increased 
aid for local schools for 
surplus funds. 
Their comments followed 
announce­ 
ment Friday by State Controller Hous­ 
ton Flournoy that the State Treasury has 
a surplus totaling $79.8 
million - $60 
million more than Reagan predicted in 
June. 
Flournoy, a Republican, said the ex­ 
tra money accrued 
from larger 
tax 
collections and certain 
savings 
re­ 
ported by state agencies. 
He said the final figure on the surplus 
amount won’t be known until Nov. 1, but 
added it will probably vary less than $5 
million, either more or less, than his 
preliminary estimate. 
Assembly 
Democratic Leader Jess 
Unnih 
Immediately 
pounced on the 
Flournoy 
report to claim it “ consti­ 
tutes a comt-iete justification” for block­ 
ing passage of the state’s $6.2 billion 
state budget. 
Assembly Democrats refused to vote 
for the spending blueprint until Reagan 
agreed to sign an increased aid bill in 
addition to $1.3 billion already returned 
to elementary and secondary schools. 
The governor 
originally proposed 
$105 million more for schools, but Dem­ 
ocrats held out for more. 
They said 
state surplus funds would total iTetween 
$60 million and $80 million. 
But 
Reagan and his chief money ad­ 
viser, 
State Finance Director Caspar 
W. 
Weinberger, rejected Democratic 
estimates and said the suprlus would 
amount to between $18 million and $22 
million. 
But Democrats 
blocked budget pas­ 
sage for three days until Reagan would 
approve an assistance measure over his 
estimates. 
The governor finally agreed to a $120 
million - plus surplus assistance meas­ 
ure, that included $95 million in the bud­ 
get 
and an anticipated $40 million in 
surplus funds that turned out to total 
$79.8 million. 
“ This completely vindicates my po­ 
sition that the California school crisis 
was a more pressing state problem than 
any other,” said Democratic 
Assem­ 
blyman Rol)ert Moretti, a leader of the 
floor fight.

SIDE GLANCES By Gill Fox 


Progress is being made on 
several “ general nuisance” it­ 
ems of concern to Lompoc City 
Councilman, City Administra­ 
tor Gene Wählers reported yes­ 
terday. 
Councilman Brooks Speight 
and Richard Jacoby mentioned 
this week such items as street 
corner weeds obstructing the 
view of traffic, noisy motor­ 
cycles, the repair of curbs and 
sidewalks and the elimination 
of unsafe conditions in partially 
completed streets. 
Wählers said 
most 
of the 
items mentioned generally are 
taken care of under routine 
action by various departments 
unless they present specific 
and urgent problems. 
He said the specific situations 
brought up by the councilman 
are being checked on and work 
has even started on some. 
Speight said the noise, dust 
and litter created by motor­ 
cyclists is becoming a bigger 
problem and more and more 
residents are beginning to com­ 
plain about it. 
Two 
areas 
in particular, 
Speight said, where neighbors 
are complaining are a field 
near Anthony Way, just north 
of W. 
North 
Avenue where 
motorcycles create a distur­ 
bance, and a lot near S. Sev­ 
enth Street and E. Olive where 
residents are bothered by the 
noise and dust created by mini­ 
bike riders. 
In connection with this Jac­ 
oby suggested the city look 
into the possibility of creat­ 
ing an 
ordinance to supress 
general noise. 
City attorney Jim Longtin 
said the city already has laws 
regarding certain noises but 
that he would check to see 
specifically what they are and 
what others the city could put 
into effect. 
Jacoby said there are sev­ 
eral areas in town where dam­ 
aged curbs and sidewalks are 
going unrepaired. He said the 
city should be responsible for 
the maintenance of curbs and 
walks. 
Wählers said there are spec­ 
ific instances in which persons, 
other than the city, should be 
held responsible for the repair 
of damaged curbs and side­ 
walks. He said he had already 
instigated a survey to deter­ 
mine whether the city or other 
persons 
should 
pay for the 
repair 
of certain damaged 
places. 
Jacoby also asked for more 
progress in elimination of cer­ 
tain areas where partially com­ 
pleted streets have created an 
unsafe condition. 
He explained these are sit­ 
uations in which the city has 
been unable to acquire rights- 
of-way from property owners 
in order to complete the con­ 
struction 
of 
a street. 
The 
streets were built around these 
specific areas, creating what • 
Jacoby called, hazardous areas. 
He said many such areas 
have already been corrected 
but he is anxious for the others 
to also be taken care of. 
He mentioned one in partic­ 
ular, near 
the 
La 
Canada 
Elementary School, that 
was 
dangerous to children going to 
and from school, as well as 
the routine traffic in the area.

ing between himself, Thieu and 
political parties which Thieu is 
trying to include in the cabinet 
to broaden the base of the 
government in preparation for 
national elections.

PRAGUE (U PI)—A series of 
unprecedented police state mea 
sures suspending normal legal 
procedures went into effect in 
Czechoslovakia today providing 
swift and severe punishment 
for protestors. 
In Brno, where fresh fighting 
broke out between anti-Soviet 
youths and police Friday night, 
a nine-hour curfew ended at 5 
a.m. qnd found the city at last 
quiet. ‘Prague also was back to 
normal 
after three days of 
unrest. 
An official government an­ 
nouncement decreed the emer­ 
gency regulations were in the 
interest of public order and 
said they would remain in force 
until 
Dec. 
31. 
They 
were 
effective immediately. 
Among other things, the new 
measures eliminated prelimin­ 
ary hearings, instituted summa­ 
ry 
trials, 
barred 
defense 
lawyers access to evidence un­ 
til during the trial and permit­

If found guilty, the new code

Maryland apologizes, 
pleads ignorance 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (UPI) 
—The University of Maryland, 
having its hand slapped by the 
118 - member policy - making 
council of the National Athletic 
Association, Friday apologized 
and pleaded ignorant. 


The council, meeting here in 
its 
second 
and 
final 
day, 
criticized 
the urii\ersity for 
allegedly employing an athletic 
recruiter who at the time was 
working as a talent scout for a 
professional baseball club, and 
chastised the school ffrr allow- 
ing an advertisem ent 
in the 
Washington Post promoting the 
school’s recruitm ent of four 
high school student athletes in 
the area. 


The censure constituted only 
a public rebuke of what the 
council called the unversity’s 
“ violations of the principals of 
ethical conduct.” 
The university responded by 
saying 
the 
acts 
were 
not 
indicative of its policies regard­ 
ing athletic recruitm ent, and 
that procedures 
have 
been 
initiated to prevent a recur­ 
rence of violations of NCAA 
legislation. 


During the two-day meeting, 
the NCAA Policy Council also 
recommended 
clubs on the 
wining and dining of prospec­ 
tive college athletes.

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Billy Graham crusade seeks California choir 


ANAHEIM, Calif. - A 5,000- 
voice choir? 
That’s the question Jack L. 
Coleman, noted Santa Ana chor­ 
al 
conductor and composer, 
asked in echo to the statement 
that upwards to 5,000 singers 
would be needed for the South­ 
ern California Billy Graham 
Crusade, scheduled for Septem­ 
ber 26 - October 5, in Ana­ 
heim Stadium. 
Not that the well-known mu­ 
sician was a novice to large 
musical challenges. 
In March of this year he was 
named choral director for the 
nationally televised King Fam­ 
ily Show on the NBC network. 


For the last four years he 
has served as choral master for 
the world famous Laguna Festi­ 
val of Opera in Laguna Beach. 
He was instrumental in de- 
vel(^ing a new concept in educar 
tional music recordings for the 
Walt Disney Music Company. 
And at the time he adminis­ 
tered the music education pro­ 
grams in 26 Orange County ciU 
ies covering450 schools, he was 
a 
music instructor at Orange 
Coast College and California 
State College. 
But when Mayor Lorin Gris- 
et of Santa Ana, chairman of 
the executive committee for the 
Billy Graham Crusade, points 
ed out the responsibilities in­ 
volved in recruiting and train­ 
ing 5,000 singers from Santa 
Barbara to San Diego, Jack 
Coleman could only hold his 
head in contemplation of the 
logistics and work in such a 
task. 
His hesitation was short, how­ 
ever. He took on the job as a 
volunteer without financial re­ 
muneration. He feels that his 
pay will be greater than money. 
What does it take to gath­ 
er that many experienced sing­ 
ers and coordinate them into a 
cohesive group able to harmon­ 
ize together and give a credi­ 
table 
accounting of their tal­ 
ents? 
Fourteen meetings first were 
organized throughout Southern 
California with choral conduo 
tors and m inisters of churches. 
They took enrollment cards 
for their people to sign. 
Althou^i the objective is to 
have 5,000 singers available, 
the choral conductor believes a 
more realistic figure will be 
between 4,000 and 4,500. “ This 
will give us an average of 2,- 
500 voices each of the 10 nights 
of the Crusade,’’ he declared. 
At mid-August 3,500 had indi- 


cated their intention to parti­ 
cipate. 
Every minister and choral di­ 
rector in Orange County will be 
phoned to invite their choir 
members to join the choral 
group in order to assure a 
full compliment of singers. 
G. Willard Bassett, another 
well-known Orange County chor­ 
al conductor and music teach­ 
er, is assisting Coleman as a 
member of his committee. Sev­ 
eral music students are also 
helping to organize the choir. 
Coleman said the opportunity 
to join the large choir would not 
be limited to current church 
choir members. “ We extend an 
invitation to any person who de­ 
sires to sing in the choir. All 
we ask is that they call the 
Anaheim Stadium Crusade of­ 
fice to sign up and attend the 
two rehearsals planned for mid- 
September,’’ he said. 
The choral 
conductor said 
that, in addition to the two ad­ 
vance rehearsals, a nightly re­ 
hearsal will be held 45 min­ 
utes prior to the formal serv­ 
ice. The public may attend the 
services early and listen during 
the rehearsal period. The choir 
will present special music at 
each of the 10 services. 
Coleman him self has a close 
historic tie to the Billy Gra^ 
ham Crusades. As a member of 
a gospel singing quartet, the

Moon adventure viewed 
by religious leaders 


This country will not soon 
get over the excitement and 
drama of the first man walk­ 
ing on the moon — in full 
view of the whole world. We 
thought we were prepared for it. 
So many other rocket launches 
and orbitings that one almost 
forgets names and faces of the 
first travelers. But the space 
race goes on and we are caught 
up in the scientific dimensions 
that will dominate 
our educa­ 
tion, industry and national pri­ 
orities for the remainder of 
the century. 
In spite of the 19th century 
contest between science and re­ 
ligion, some brilliant theologi­ 
ans anticipated this hour and 
greeted it with excitement and 
anticipation. They were in the 
minority, considered suspect by 
the orthodox and misunderstood 
by the average mind that fre- 
quended 
theological 
waiting 
rooms 
A true giant of this century 
was Pere Teihard de Chardin 
— a French Jesuit known for 
his goelogical studies in China 
and his theological projections 
for an expanding universe where 
God invited man now to be a co­ 
creator. Not many could stand 
his line of thought, but he tire­ 
lessly labored and must be coun­ 
ted as one of the brightest 
lights 
within the 
traditional 
church to see the link between 
earth and the heavens. And he 
said it so well, friends, when 
he wrote in P54: 
“Whatever may be said, our 
century is religious — prob­ 
ably more religious than any 
other — how could it fail to 
be with such vast horizons op­ 
ening before it and with such 
problems to be solved'’’’ 
And Teihard added a sledge­ 
hammer stroke after that when 
he wrote: 
“The only thing is that it has 
yet the God it can adore,’’ 
Albert Schweitzer, we think 
of him so often as physician 
and philosopher and mission­ 
ary. was comfortable in the sc i­ 


entific academies as well as 
the sem inaries of Europe. He 
knew that religion would have 
to run to catch up with the 
express-train pace of advancing 
science. He also hopedthatman 
would close the gap and find 
the synthesis that would bring 
happiness — not horror — to 
mankind. He once put it this 
way: 
“ Let me give you a defini­ 
tion of ethics: It is good to main­ 
tain life and further life; it is 
bad to damage and destroy life. 
And this ethic, profound, uni­ 
versal, has the significance of a 
religion. It is religion.’’ 
At the White House worship 
service on July 20, the P resi­ 
dent asked Sen, Mark Hatfield, 
R-Ore., to offer the prayer. 
Here again the sensitive words 
of a man 
at home with the 
achievements of science and the 
expectation of religion were 
joined in a prayer of thanks­ 
giving: 


“Our Father, we marvel as 
three brave space pioneers pre­ 
pare for landing on the moon. 
From the depths of our hearts 
we pray for a safe return of 
Neil Armstrong, Edwin Aldrin 
and Michael Collins, Sustain 
their wives, children and fam­ 
ilies during these anxious days. 
We are grateful for the thous­ 
ands of support personnel who 
literally are their brothers’ 
keepers. 
“Excite our imagination 
to 
transfer this genius of co-op­ 
eration and spirit of teamwork 
to our many other needs lest 
our success on the moon mock 
our failures on the earth. 


“ Even as our astronauts go 
to the moon in the name of 
peace, our world aches from 
the pain of wars. We perfect 
the means for destroying hu­ 
man life and then believe we 
have found security. May the na­ 
tions truse not in the power of 
their arms but in the Prince of 
Peace, thy Son.’’

Organized conservative move­ 
ments are flowering in several 
Protestant denominations that 
have taken liberal stands on 
social issues. 
Thus far, these movements 
are too small to make a serious 
bid for control of policy-making 
machinery. 
But they are big 
enough to register an audible 
dissent, and they seem to be 
growing. 
Their emergence is evidence 
of 
the 
deep 
split 
that has 
developed 
in 
nearly 
every 
major U.S. religious body over 
how churches should respond to 
the demands for revolutionary 
change which are emanating 
from 
black 
people, 
young 
people, poor people and other 
disaffected elements of society 
“ This, and not the virgin 
birth, 
the infallibility of the 
pope or the authority of the 
Bible, is what Christians argue 
about most heatedly today,’’ 
says Baptist theologian Harvey 
Cox of Harvard Divinity School 
“ On the one hand, there are 
those in all churches who want 
the church to play its customa­ 
ry social role as the guardian 
of the values and institutions of 
the past. They usually couch 
their attitude in terms which 
suggest that the church should 
‘stay out of politics.’ 
“ On the other hand there is 
that growing group of laity and 
clergy, mostly young, 
which 
insists that the church should 
play a direct role in social 
change.” 
In some major 
Protestant 
bodies, such as the Southern 
Baptist 
Convention 
and 
the 
Lutheran Church-Missouri Syn­ 
od, conservatives are in control 
of the governing bodies and 
social activists are the minority 
voice seeking to be heard. 
But 
in 
most 
of 
the 
big 
mainline Protestant denomina­ 
tions, the situation is reversed. 
It is in these denominations 
that 
conservatives 
are 
now 
organizing for internal battle. 
Perhaps the most potent of 
these movements is the Pres­ 
byterian Lay Committee, which 
has been functioning since 1964 
in 
the 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
It is headed by Roger Hull, 
board 
chairman 
of 
Mutual 
Insurance Co. of New York. 
Other 
business leaders who 
participated in its organization 
are J. Howard Pew, chairman 
of Sun Oil Co., and 
George 
Champion, chairman of Chase 
Manhattan Bonk. 
The Presbyterian Lay Com­ 
mittee now has active chapters 
in 18 cities and 22 others are in 
process of organization. 
Al­ 
though no membership figures 
are published, the committee’s 
official magazine, The Prev 
byterian Layman, has a circu­ 
lation of about 220,(Ю0 
Hull’s 
group 
has 
worked 
quietly to put a checkreln on 
what it regards as ill-advised 
social pronouncements by Pres­ 
byterian 
officials. 
It 
has 
carefully 
avoided flamboyant 
threats of schism. 
A more militant posture has 
been 
taken 
by 
Concerned 
Presbyterians, a conservative 
moveoent in the predominantly 
southern Presbyterian Church 
in the United States. 
Concerned Presbyterians is 
headed by Kenneth Keyes, a 
wealthy Miami realtor. He says 
membership has increased 30 
per cent in the past six months, 
but 
declines 
to give actual 
figures. 
Keyes urges his followers to 
regulate their giving in such a 
way 
as 
to 
bring 
financial 
pressure on 
denominational 
agencies which espouse theolo­ 
gical or social liberalism or 
support church merger propo­ 
sals. 
“ We will not stand by and 
watch the radicals liquidate our 
church,” he said recently. “ We 
are gaining strength monthly.” 
W. 
Jack 
Williamson 
of 
Greenville, Ala., secretary of 
Concerned Presbyterians, said 
this month that a schism in the 
denominatiwi “ appears 
cer­ 


tain” sooner or later. But Keyes 
replied: 
“ The liberals want to see us 
leave the church. We won’t 
think of leaving until we have a 
showdown on these issu es.” 
In 
the Episcopal 
Church, 
schism is openly threatened by 
a group called the Foundation 
for Christian Theology, headed 
by 
the Rev. 
Dr. 
Paul H. 
Kratzig of Victoria, 
Tex. 
Kratzig says that his organi­ 
zation, formed three years ago,* 
now has “ hundreds of thou­ 
sands of supporters” all across 
the 
country, 
but 
offers 
no 
specific membership figures. 
The Kratzig claim is dis­ 
counted by national officials of 
the church, 
who regard his 
group 
as a splinter faction 
largely 
confined 
to the deep 
South. 


Kratzig demands the resigna­ 
tion of Presiding Bishop John 
E. Hines, whom he blames for 
“diverting church funds from 
missionary 
work 
to 
socio- 
politically oriented black power 
groups.” 
He 
also 
opposes 
E p i s c o p a l participation in 
church union negotiations. 
The focus of conservative 
discontent in the United Metho­ 
dist Church is a little magazine 
called Good News, edited by the 
Rev. Charles W. 
Keysor of 


Elgin, 111. It has encouraged the 
organization 
of 
“ renewal 
groups” to work for “ a revival 
of scriptural Christianity in the 
United 
Methodist 
Church.” 
Renewal 
groups 
are 
now 
operating in 18 areas of the 
country. No total membership 
figures are available. 
The aims of the movement 
are summarized in a “ Metho­ 
dist 
Bill 
of 
Rights” 
which 
asserts 
that 
Methodists 
in 
every local church are entitled 
“ to 
receive 
the 
religious 
nurture of the individual soul 
from their pulpits; to hear the 
Christian gospel expounded in 
Christian and historic terms; 
and not to have decisions of the 
secular 
state 
pre-empt 
the 
attention of their pastors.” 
Conservative movements may 
find a favorable climate for 
growth in the current state of 
public 
opinion. 
In a recent 
Gallup poll, 53 per cent of 
church meml>ers interviewed 
felt that churches shotild “ keep 
out 
of 
political 
and social 
matters” while only 40 per cent 
said churches should “ express 
their views on day-to-day social 
md political questions.” 
The other 7 per cent had 
somehow managed to remain 
indifferent or undecided on the 
sharpest controversy in church 
life today

entirely on conjecture. There is 
not, so far, an iota of hard

evidence

form of life exists anywhere in 
the universe liesides the earth. 
Scientists who fiostulate the 
existence of life elsewhere in 
the universe do so because, as 
the New York Times put it in a 
recent 
editorial, 
they 
aire 
“ reluctant to lielieve that this 
minor planet of an unremarkiw 
ble star, the sun, is unique in 
all creation as the abode of 
life.” 
Suppose some form of life 
eventually is found, on Mars or 
in some other solar system . 
What effect would this discover 
ry have on the religious beliefs 
of mankind? 
The effect could be shattering 
for anyone who has entered the 
space age with a stone age 
conception 
of God, 
If, 
for 
example, a man believes in God 
solely because he feels this 
hypothesis 
is 
necessry 
to 
explain the emergence of life 
on earth, he would surely be 
disconcerted by evidence that 
the 
same 
“ m iracle” 
has 
occurred elsewhere. 
But there really is no need 
for any Christian or Jew to pin 
his 
religious 
faith 
to 
the 
precarious 
pr^ositicxi 
that 
earth is the only pliu:e where 
the creative will of God has 
been expressed in the bringing 
forth of life. 
More than a century ago, a 
Catholic priest - astronomer, 
Fr, Angalo Secchl, said it was 
preposterously vain for man to 
assume that God has populated 
only 
one tiny speck of the 
cosmos with intelligent beings.

The “ Burger court” is now complete. 
President Nixon’s nomination of Judge Clement R. Hayns- 
worth Jr . of South Carolina to fill the vacancy created by 
the resignation of Abe Fortas will, when and if confirmed 
by the Senate, raise the Supreme Court to full nine-justice 
strength. 
The suspense these past weeks has been, to say the least, 
bearable. Haynsworth has been widely discussed in the press, 
obviously inspired, as the likely choice. And if by any chance 
more was needed, there was the laying on of hands, a week 
before the announcement from the western White House, by 
chief congressional pachyderm, Sen. Everett Dirksen, whose 
record for calling the shots on major appointments has been 
rather good so far in the administration. 
Now the great game begins — analysis of Haynsworth’s 
record on the bench and his personal philosophy, specula- 
tion of the effect on the court’s balance and decisions and the 
political maneuvering over his confirmation. 
Pros and cons are, of course, relative. What will count in 
the nominee’s favor in some quarters — his reported strict 
constructionist views on the admissibility of confessions, or his 
liberal decisions on habeas corpus— will be black marks against 
him in others. To be expected are the charges that the nomina­ 
tion of Haynsworth, although a Democrat, is another example 
of the President repaying an election debt to the South. 
But it should be clear by this time that Richard Nixon is 
nothing if not a shrewd politician, and therefore very much 
aware that weak appointments to aSupreme Court under intense 
public scrutiny, thanks to the Warren era, could have unfor- 
tiuiate consequences for himself in 1972. What profiteth it 


a president to gain the South and lose the rest of the country? 
It can be assumed that the nomination has much more to rec­ 
ommend it than the regional aspect, although there is some­ 
thing to be said about that, also. 
While it is true that the Supreme Court is not based on po­ 
litical geography (there is no constitutional bar to a President 
appointing an entire court from Delaware, if he so chose and 
could get away with it), the South — which, after all, must 
live with the court's rulings along with the rest of the country 
and has, in fact, borne the brunt of so many recent land* 
mark decisions — has been underrepresented in recent dec­ 
ades. 
Hugo Black of Alabama, the senior justice, is the only South­ 
erner at present on a court heavily weighted toward the North­ 
east (four justices from New Jersey, New York and New En­ 
gland), The recently departed Fortas was, to be sure, a prod­ 
uct of Tennessee. But he had been so long a member in ex­ 
cellent standing of the eastern liberal establishment that his 
origins had little meaning, least of all to the South. Of the 23 
court appointments from Black’s in 1937 through Chief Jus­ 
tice Warren Burger this year, only four have been from the 
South, counting Fortas. 
The analysis and maneuvering are inevitable. The specu­ 
lation is more — futile. Although the Haynsworth nomina­ 
tion would seem to reduce the hardcore liberals to three— 
Douglas, Brennan and Marshall — there is enough of a mix 
in the Haynsworth record, as there is in Burger’s, to make 
prediction risky. 
The record of the Burger court will be written in its deci­ 
sions, and not before.

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 


The Soviet fleet 


One thing harder to keep than money 
is quiet. 


Our Central Intelligence Agency is 
newly concerned about the Soviet deploy­ 
ment of its missile submarines. It ap­ 
pears that the Kremlin intends to st* 
tions these permanently along the entire 
Atlantic seaboard, in the Gulf of Mexico, 
and off San Diego, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Seattle on our Pacific 
Coast. 
Traditionally, 
a 
navy’s role has been 
to keep the sea lanes 
open. 
Russia’s has 
been 
an exception. 
. 
^ 
The Soviet navy be- 
gan when the British 
I 
J. }J J 
gave 
Russia t h e 
World War II battle­ 
ship Royal Sovereign 
j * 
and we gave Russia 
f 
— totally on the cuff, 
of course — the great cruiser Milwaukee. 
These were Russia’s only capital ships. 
Accordingly, the Red Fleet was deployed 
defensively in the Baltic and along the 
Soviet sea borders on the Pacific side. 
But, adopting our U.S. Navy’s World 
War II pattern, the Kremlin has fund a- 
mentally 
revised the fleet’s strategic 
role and changed it increasingly to an at­ 
tack basis. 
Meanwhiile, Britain has dropped out of 
this costly competition. This leaves 
only two first-class naval powers in the 
world: the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. What 
Russia does we must do, and vice ver­ 
sa. 
Beyond fast aircraft - carrier units, 
which Russia still lacks, the change 
has emphasized missile submarines, 
which cannot be tracked by radar or by 
sight and are not where they were 
even a few minutes ago. 
Our Congress, in turn, has authorized 
41 such submarines. Each carried 16 hy­ 
drogen missiles totaling 656 atomic war­ 
heads. Each warhead averages about 
three - megatons explosive power, 
gregating 1.9 billion tons — yes, tons — 
of conventional explosives. This ref* 
resents 
from 
the submarines alone 
roughly the entire weight of World War 
II bombs dropped on Germany. 
Our Central Intelligence Agency esti­ 
mates that the Red fleet now has not 
only more nuclear and conventional sut* 
marines than the United States, but more 
than the entire rest of the world con* 
bined. 
CIA agents in the Soviet Union credit 
the sea arm with 425 submarines —390 
conventional, 35 nuclear. They report 
them at present stationed chiefly off our 
coasts on a round-trip basis and off 
Cuba, Red China and Australia. Incidei* 
tally, Red China has 30 Soviet-built 
submarines of her own. 
Espionage has entered heavily into 
this Red fleet change to an attack caj* 
ability. The Red agents in the convict­ 
ed Konon Molody (“ Gordon Lonsdale” ) 
spy ring within the British Admiralty 
obtained top-secret particulars about 
the U.S. Navy’s Decca Tracking Sys- 
tern and scooped up the top-secret data 
about Britain’s “ Dreadnaught” nuclear 
submarine project with which our Navy 
was cooperating. The Red ring like­ 
wise deeply penetrated our Navy’s ni* 
clear submarine base at Holy Lock, 
Scotland. 
Moreover, a major utilization of the 
Red submarine fleet today is to deliv­ 
er additional agents. Castro is among the 
important beneficiaries, and has been 
for a long time. 
For example, Castro's leader for the 
Dominican Republic revolt was Domini­ 
can Communist party executive commit­ 
tee member J. I. Quello. Quello, on a 
Castro mission to Russia, was secret­ 
ly landed from there in a submarine 
to begin the attack. So was bloody- 
fisted Joaquin Ordoquin, Castro’s No. 3 
man, who was landed by a Soviet sub­ 
marine from Caibarien, the main Soviet 
submarine port in Cuba, 190 miles east 
of Havana, 
The Red fleet’s change to an attack 
stance has also resulted in beefing up 
Castro’s array of what the Kremlin calls 
the Lamda-75s. These fast vessels have 
a surprising 13.5-ton fuel capacity that 
gives them an action radius of3,600 miles 
along our Caribbean coast. 
Castro now has more than 100 Lan* 
d*7Gs and other Russian varieties at 


sea. They are directed by Soviet naval 
officers from Matanzas, only 75 miles 
south of Key West, Fla. 
Moreover, the CIA believes that dur­ 
ing the recent visit of Soviet fleet units 
to Cuba the Russian admiral in com­ 
mand authorized a further expansion 
of the Soviet - expanded Chullian Ship­ 
yards in Havana Province. 
The Russians also support Castro’s 
crafts with far - flying Russian jets 
stationed chiefly at the Soviet air base 


at San Julian, 90 miles southeast of 
Havana, the island's largest air station. 
Each Soviet jet is capable of instant 
conversion into a bomber merely by 
attaching tl*p bomb rack. And the CIA 
calculate ' Ria* each is capable of launch­ 
ing a largei and more devastating atomic 
missile than is launched by a U.S. 
Polaris submarine.

Voice of youth 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The behavior of college radicals and 
their close sympathizers in the months 
just ahead may determine whether their 
more moderate classmates gain a new 
and bigger role in U.S. politics. Off 
recent past performance, the prospect is 
not good. 
Most careful stud­ 
ies indicate that cam­ 
pus extremists were

gine of initiative in 
the turmoil of 1968- 
69 which engulfed a

record number 
of 
schools 
in unrest

leading to violence, 
W 
vandalism, 
disrup- 
tion and ugly confron­ 
tation. 
No one expects the radicals to join the 
normal political process. Polls indicate 
they have no use for either major par­ 
ty. But if this time they succeed oft­ 
en in winning moderate support for their 
campus disturbances, as they did in 
1968-69, then the growing counterreac- 
tion in the general electorate may bar 
proposed fuller youth participation in 
politics. Impact would fall on the great 
“ center mass.” 
The reason that hope is thin on this 
score is that the radicals, in the Stu­ 
dents for a Democratic Society and 
other militant groups, seem to be im­ 
pelled along a path of no return. 
The Vietnam war could end tomorrow, 
racial strife could ease greatly, pover­ 
ty could be licked, and still the radi­ 
cals would move against the constituted 
authorities in and beyond the universi­ 
ties. 
For, as Lewis S. Feuer, University 
of Toronto sociologist, observes in his 
huge study of student movements, the 
radicals are engaged in a “ generational 
revolt” whose iron law is rejection of 
everything — no matter how tempting — 
the “ establishment” offers up. 
They must reject, reject, reject. Thus 
radical student interest in the civil rights 
movement diminished sharply once the 
federal government had enacted the land­ 
mark legislation of 1964-66. They could 
not join in the work of their adult elders. 
The Peace Corps, widely hailed as an 
imaginative effort to enlist the idealism 
and energies of the young, is spurned 
by 
student 
militants 
as a “ play­ 
pen” where evil - minded adults try 
to plant their children while they go 
about their dirty work in Vietnam and 
elsewhere. 
We hear much these days about the 
“ alienation” of the young, nearly al­ 
ways with indications that adult failures 
are the cause. But, as Feuer points 
out in his book, ‘The Conflict of Gen­ 
erations,” the idea of alienation comes 
from the radicals themselves — who got 
it from the early writings of the cele­ 
brated Karl Marx. 
The author insists that the student 
rebels need the concept of alienation. It 
gives shape, he says, to their vague 
but very deep and real feelings of re­ 
sentment against their fathers and oth­ 
ers In the adult realm. 
That resentment Feuer finds at work 
throughout history, and he considers the 
generational conflict continuous, normal 
and inevitable. 


Much of the time, he suggests, this 
conflict is in equilibrium in society. 
Then there are no disquieting “ student 
movements.” 
But when balance is destroyed by the 
genuine failures of the adult world, then 
students in concert pour out their ag­ 
gressions against that shaky society. He 
sees stunning examples in 19th century 
Germany and Russia and in postwar Ja ­ 
pan (the adults lost the warV 
Somewhere, in our misuse of afflu­ 
ence, our delayed action in the racial 
field, our repeated stumbling into war, 
we in adult America are perceived by 
today’s students as failures. 
Feuer hails the idealism that spurs on 
youthful reaction against the shortcom­ 
ings of this society, as it has In every 
student movement. Yet his long, panora­ 
mic view of these movements leads him 
to conclude that this idealism dies as 
the students, drawing deep on their gen­ 
erational 
animosity, unleash their ag­ 
gressions and turn finally to violence 
and a view of themselves as an all­ 
knowing elite. 
America’s colleges today obviously 
are well - seeded with radicals who fit 
this portrait of the rebel who will al­ 
ways find a cause. If they have as big 
a year in 1969-70 as they had last time 
out, then it will be 
bad 
news for 
youth’s participation in the politics of 
the real world. Adult anger could leave 
the barriers high.
